U.S. Officer Assesses 
The Red Soldier 


Weshington, January 31. 


An American Army intelligence officer said the 


Chinese Communist soldier is trained for fast 
moving attacks while the Nationalist govern- 


ment soldier has a 
plex.” 


The assessment of the fight- 
ing qualities and methods of 
the Communist soldier in 
China was given by Major 
Robert B. Rigg, of the Army 
Intelligence Division, now on 
duty with that division here. 
He was captured by Commun- 
ist troops near Changchun in 
1947 and, with another Ameri- 
can officer, held for more than 
a month. 


Writing for the unofficial ser- 
vice publication, the Infantry 
Journal, Rigg sets forth these 
views about the Chinese Com- 
munist army: 


The general class, —_ origin, 
physical appearance and Intellig- 
ence of the Red soldier are about 
the same as the Nationalist /sol- 
dier:— He -- is—-usunlly— illiterate; 
though better indoctrinated polf- 
tically. He is no ns well trained 
an the Nationalist soldier with one 
important exccption—he can make 
Jong, {ust murches, and that is a 
key factor In Chinese Communist 
Farty successes, 


The Red soldier is not a volun- 
teer, Red propaganda to the con- 
trary. He is started by one of two 
methods. The first is simply the 
rounding up . from villages and 
counties of sons of military age, 
which is often done by force. 
Few escape, and the penalty for 
desertion {s so severe that only q 
few attempt it.

Field Marshal Model command 
ed the German forces in the Ruhr 
pocket.

'The safe door was 80 for- 
midable that snes explosive 
dharges would certainly have becn 
necessary for its demolition, How- 
ever, to. an American soldicr who 
yhepected it the surrounding brick 
wal] did not look particularly 
strong, and he tested out his theory 
with a mere half stick of TNT. 
With this he blew an cnormous 
hole completely through the ob- 
structlon and the hoard was ex- 
‘posed to view. We speculated as 
to why the Germans had not at- 
tempteg to provide o concealed 
hiding place for the trevoure in 
tho labyrinth of tunticls instead of 
choosing to attempt its protection 
by-a-wall- that-could_casily_have 
been demolished by a pickaxe. The 
elaborate stecl door made no Acnse 
to us at all, but an American sol- 
dier who accompanied mo ire- 
marked, “It's just like ‘the Ger- 
mans to lock the stable door but to 
tear out all its sides.” Patton's 
story of the incldont that led to 
the exploration of the.mine was in 
Itself intriguing. 

It ts probable, of course, that 
sooner or Iater the mine would 
havo been carefully searched by 
the captors, But according to Pat- 
ton, oxcept for the instincts of 
human decency on tho part of two 
Americans, wo might not have dls- 
covered it until much of it had 
been more securely hidden away.

I visited every nook and cranny 
of the camp because I felt It my 
duty to be in a position from then 
on to testify at first hand about 
these things in case there over 
grew ap at home tho delief or as- 
sumption that “the stories of Nazi 
brutality were just propaganda," 
Some members of ‘the visiting 
party were unable to go through 
the ordeal. I not only did'so but 
as I returned to. Patton’as hend- 
quarters that evening I sent com- 
munications to both Washington 
and London, arging the two gov- 
ornments to send Instantly to Ger- 
many a random group of news- 
paper editors and representative 
groups from the national Icgis- 
Intures. { felt that the evidence 
should be immedintely placed 
before thy American and Britiah’ 
publics in a fashion that «would 
Ieave no room for cynical] doubt. 

Tho day of Ari] 12 ended on a 
note of dramatic climax. Bradley, 
Patton, and I sat up late talking 
of future plans, partloularly. of the 
selection of offlcers and units for 
early redeployment to the Pacific.
